The delay tat has occtrred in settling the 
above matter between the British authorities 
and the Chinese Government; according to a 
reliable, correspondent at Hangehow, has besh 
productive of much harm to British-prestize.

The steamer Bulysses has been built by 
Messrs Sir W. G.‘Atmstrong, Whitworth, and 
Co,, at their Walker Shipyard, Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, for the Shell Transport and Teading

are'the managers. She is a tank steamer of
